could be acknowledged as legitimate by the 
UnioBf The armies of the Confederate States 
haying been conquered and subdued, and 
their territories possessed by the United 
States, it becomes necessary to establish goy- 
emments therein, which shall be republican in 
*'form and principles, and form a more per. 
feet union'' with the parent goyernment. 
It is desirable that suoh a coarse should be 
pursued as to exclude ttiait^Miunm'ismm'^ 
ments eyery yestige of human bondage and 
render the samo foreyer impossible in this 
nation, and to take care that no prindples of 
self-destruction shall be incorporated there- 
in. In effecting this, it is to be hoped that 
no proyision of the Constitution will be in- 
fringed, and no principle of the law of na- 
tions disregarded. Especially must we take 
care that in rebuking this unjust and trea* 
sonable war, the authorities of the Uuion 
shall indulge in no acts of usttr^a'lfdu irhi6h 
may tend to impair the^siaibility^ and ^evma- 
nency of the nation within these limitations 
We hold it to be.th^ duty of the Qoyernoient

1st— To treat those States as neyer hay^ 
ing been out of the Union, because the Con- 
stitution forbids secession, and, therefore, a 
fact forbidden by law could not exist. 

2nd— To accept the position iff which they 
placed themselyes as seyered from the Union;

alien enemy to be dealt with according to the 
laws of war. 

It seems to me that while we do not ayer 
that the United States are bound to treat 
them as an alien enemy, yet they haye a 
right to elect so to do if it be for the interest 
of the nation ; and thatjthej <* Confederate 
States" are estopped from denying that posi- 
tion. 

South Carolina, the leader Ii[and'*embodi- 
JHMbfof the rebellion, in the month of Janu- 
ary, 1861, passed the following resolution by 
the unanimous yote of her Legislature.* 

**M€9olvsd, That the*[separation of,lSouth 
Carolina from the Federal Union is Hnal^ and 
she has no further interests in the Constitu- 
tion of the United States ;^ and ^that^the! only 
appropriate negotiations between her and the 
Federal Goyernment' are as to* their mutual 
relations as foreign States." 

The oonyention that formed! the goyern- 
hient of the Confederate States and all the 
ek«eDc<atates that composed it adopted the 
same declaration, and pledged their^liyes and 
fortunes to support it. That Goyernment

I do not tottoh on the qnestion of negro 
Buffrage. If in the Union, the States have 
long ago regulated that, and for the Cen- 
tral Goyemment to interfere with it would 
be miaohie? ens impertinenoe. If they are 
to b« mdiuitted as new States they must 
form ilieir vwn eonstitutions ; and no 
enabling aet / could diotate its termi.— 
Congress eonld preseribe the qualifieatSoEis 
of yeters, while a Territory, or when pro- 
ceediDi^to call a eonyention to form a Btftt& 
goyernment. That is theezient of the power 
of Congress oyer the elective franchise, whe- 
ther in a territorial or state condition. The 
President has not eyen this or any oitier 
power to meddle in the subject, except by 
adyioe to GoBgress,-— and then on territqrLaa, 
Congraiw, to be sure, has some sort of oom- 
pulsory power by refusing the States ad mia- 
slon until they shall have complied with its 
wishes ayer tiiis subject. Whether thoaa 
who hava fought our battles should all be 
allowed to yote, or only those of a paler hue, 
I leaTe to be discussed in the fdture wben 
Congress oaa take legitimate cognisance of i^ 
If eapital punishments of the most guilry 
are daaiied esstfttial as examples, we have 
seen tha^en ana theory, none of them c»£i 
be oonylQtad om / fair trials— the comp ' i oi t y 
of tha triers would defeat it. Bat, ae a con 
quered enemy, they could tot escape. Their 
trials would take place by court martiala 
do ^(A think they could thus be tried for 
trcasoB,i>ut they could be tried as belliger- 
' ents, who had forfeited their lifes, sceord* 
ing to thi'laws of war. By the strict rights 
of war, as anciently practiced, the vioor 
held the Hyes^ the liberty and ihe property 
of tke <fanqinabed at his disposal. The tak- 
ing'of th^iife, or reduction to bondage of 
the eaptiyea, hayelong ceased to be praoticeEi 
in ease el oidinary wars ; but the «bstr&ot 
rigbt*»the 99mmumjU9 is still recogois^ed in 
ezoeptidnal cases where the cause of the war 
or the iohaiaetev of the belligerent, or (he 
safety of theyictara justify its exercite — 
The fame thing may be said of tae seizure of 
property and ^nd Halleck (457) say s e o m e 
ymodwi|-writ«s-i»SautefeuiUe, for example 
•if^ooateads for the ancient rule, **thatpriTflrte 
propart^ on land mty be subject to a eiz u re . 
They ar^ undoubtedly oorreot. With regard 
to the general abstract right, as deduced 
from the laws of nature and aocient of prao- 
tioe.^' Vattel iteys; MWhen^therefore, he has 
subdued a hoetile ^tion, he undeniably way 
in ihe &r«t place, do himself justice, respect 
ing the obijeet which h«s giyen rise to the war 
and iniUmmffy hUnself Jor the expetuet and 
dtmMgm which he has sustained by it.*'— 
And at page 869 : ** A conqueror, who has 



taken up arms not only against the aayer- 
eif^n, but again t the nation herself, and 
wbosQ intention it was to subdue a-^eroe and 
savage people, and once for all to reduce an 
oba^loate enemy, such a conqueror may, 
with justice, lay burdens on the conquered 
BatioQ, both as a compensation for the ex- 
penses of the war, and as a punishment." 

I am happy to belieye that the Goyernment 
ha9 come to this conclusion. I cannot other- 
wise see how Capt. Win can be tried by a 
t/ourt Martial at Washington for acU done 
by hitn at Andersonyille. He was in no way 
connected with our military organization, 
□or did he as a citixen connect himself with 
Qur army so as to bring his case within any 
of th^ Act^ of Congress If he committed 
murder in Georgia, and Georgia was a Sta e 
iQ the Union, then he 9hoi!d be tried aco rd 
iDg to her laws. The General Goyernment, 
hAB no jarisdiotio*^ over such crime, and tbe 
Uial. and execuiion of this wrench by a Unl 
ted States Military Court would be illegal. — 
Bat if he was an officer of a belligerent eoe- 
my, making war as an independent people, 
now beirg conquered, it is cempeteot hold- 
iDg; tbem as a conquered foe to try him for 
doing acts contrary to the lawaof war, and 
if fouled guilty to execu'e or otherwise pun- 
i»b him. ' As I am sure the loyal man at the j 
baud of the Goyernment will not inyolye the 
nation in illegal acts and thus set a precedent ' 
injurious to our national character, I am > 
glai to belieye that hereafter wa shrill treat 
ibe enemy as conquered, and remit their ; 
ojndition and recoostruction to the soyer* : 
dgti power ot the natioo. , I 

la short, all writers sgree that the yiotor / 
m ^7 ioflict punishment upon the.yanquished [■ 
enemy eyen to the taking of his life, liberty, | 
or tbe confiscation of all his property ; but 
Lh^t this extreme right is neyer exercised ] 
exoept'upon a cruel, barbarous, obstinate, or i 
dangerous foe who has waged an upjust war. t 

"^Upon the character of the belligerent, and 
tbe justice of the war, and the manner of ' 
oandnoting it, depends our right to take the ' 
lives,liberty and property of the belligerent. ' 
Th 19 war had its origin in treason without ' 
one spark of justice. It was prosecuted be- i 
fora notice of it, by i ebbing our forts and 
armories, and our nayy-yards ; by stealing 
our money from the mints and depositories, 
and by surrendering our forts and nayies by 
perjurers who had sworn to support the Con- 
stUation. In its progroFs our prisoners, by 
the authority of their goyernment were slaugh- 
tered in cold blood. Ask Fort Pillow and Fort 
Wagner. Sixty thousand of our prisoners 
haye I een deliberately staryed to death be- 
cause they would not enlist In the rebel ar- 
mies. The grayes at Andersonyille haye each 
an accusing tongue. The purpose and ayow- 
ed object of the enemy *< to found an empire 
whose corner-stone should be slayery,*' ren- 
der its perpetuity or reyiyal dangerous te 
human liberty. 



iurely, (b^Be tM^g8 are suffloient to jastifjr 
the eieroise of the extreme rights of war — 
<*to exeoute, to imprison, to confisoate." 
How many captiye enemies it would be pro 
per to execute, as an example to nations, 1 
leave others to judge. I am not fond of sau- 
gainatj punishments, but surely some vie 
tims must propitiate the manet of our starv- 
ed, murdered, slaughtered martyrs* A court 
martial could do justice according to law. 

But we propose to confiscate all the estato 
of every rebel belligerent^ whose dstate was 
worth $10,000, or w>!Ose lani exceeded two 
hundred acres in quantity. Policy if not 
jusiice would require that the poor, the ig 
norant, and the coerced shoul 1 be forgiven 
Topy followkd the example aod teachings of 
their wealthy and intelligeat neighbors. The 
rebellion would never have originated witb 
them. Fortunately those who would thug 
escape form a large minority of the people, 
though possessing but a small portion of the 
wealth. The proportion of those exempt 
compared with the punished wou'd be I be ■ 
lieve about nine tenths. 

There are about six millions of freemen ia 
the South. The number of acres of land is 
466,000,000. Of this those who own above 
two hundred acres each, number about 70,* 
000 persons, holding in the sggregate (toge- 
ther with the States) about 394, 000,000 acres, 
leaving for all the others below 200 -eaob 
about 71,000,000 of acres. By thus forfeitiog 
the estates of the leading rebels, the Govern- 
ment would have 894,000,000 cf acres beside 
their town property, and yet nine tenths of 
the people would remain untouched. BiTide 
this land, into convenient faims. Give if you 
please forty acres to each adi^U male freed 
man. Suppose there are one million of them. 
That would require 40,000,000 of acres, 
which deducted f^om 394,000,000 leaves three 
hundred and fifty-fgur millions of sores for 
sale. Divide it into suitable farms and e^li 
it to the highest bidders. I think it, inoltid 
log town property, would average at least tpn 
dollara per acie. That wou'd produce 
13,540,000,000,— Three billions, five hundred 
and forty millions of dollars. 
Let that be applied as follows to wit : 

1. Inirest $300,000,000 in six per cent, gov- 
ernment bond8,and add the interest semi-no- 
nually to the pensions of those who have be* 
come entitled by this villianous war. 

2. Appropriate $200,000,000 to pay the 
damages done to loyal men North and South 
by the rebellion. 

3. Pay the residue being $3,040 000,000 
towards the payment of the National debt. 

What loyal man can object to this ? Look 
around you, and everywhere behold your 
neighbors, some with an arm, some with a 
leg, some with an eye carried away by rebel 
bullets. Others horribly mutilated in every 
form. And yet numerous others wearing 
the weeds which mark the death of those on 
whom they leaned for support. Contemplate 
these monuments of rebel perfidy, and of pa-

But above all, 
let UA inquire whether imperatiTc du'y to the 
present generation and to posterity dees not 
qommaud km to compel the wicked enemy to 
piy t:he expenses Of this ui^ust war. ' In or- 
dinarj traos^ccions he Who raises a false 
clam err and prosedutes Ah unfounded suit, is

We pity the poor EaglMmea whose natiOttal 
debt aod burdensome taxaUda' we iiaTe heard 
deplored ftfim our childheod. The delHt of 
Qreat Untain is just about as much as oars, 
($4,000,000,000) fodrbilUons. But in effect 
ii< is but half as large,-«it bears bttt three per 
oenbintereat. Th? corrent year tJie Chancel- 
lor of the Bxchequer tells us the interest was 
$lSl,80G,m)a, ours* when all shaU be funded, 
will be nearly double. 

The plan weha?e proposed would pay at 
least three tcmrtbs of our debt. The balance 
could be managed with our present taxation. 
And yet to think -that leven that is to be per- 
petual is sickening. If it is to be doubled, as 
it must be, if ** restoration " instead of <* re- 
construction " is to prevail, would to God the 
authors of it could see themselves as an exe- 
crating pubtie and posterity will see them.

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Is then all lost ? Is this great eon quest to 
be in Tain ? That will depend upon the vir- 
tue and intelligence of the next Congress. To 
^ Congress alone belongs the power of Re-con- 
struotion — of giying law to the vanquished. 
This is expressly decided by the Supreme 
Court of the United States in the Dorr case, 
7th Howard, 42. The Court say, " Under 
this article of the Constitution (the 4th) it 
rests with Congrees to decide what gov- 
ernment is the established one in a 
State, for the United States guarantees to 
each a republican form of government,'' et- 
cetera. But we know how difficult it is for a 
majority of Congress to overcome preconceiv- 
ed opinions. Besides, before Congress meets, 
things will be so iaaugurated— precipitated, 
it will still be more difficult to correct. If a 
majority of Congress can be found wise and 
firm enough to declare the Confederate States 
a conquered enemy, Re-construction will be 
easy and legitimate ; and the friends of free- 
dom will long rule in the Councils of the Na- 
tion. If Restoration prevails the prospect is 
gloomy, and new ^* Lords will make new 
laws." The Union party will be overwhelm 
ed. The Copperhead party has become ex- 
tinct with Secession. But with Secession it- 
will revive. Under *' restoration'' every rebel 



State will send rebels to Congress ; and they, 
with their allies in the Korth, will control \ 
Congress, and occupy the White House. Then ^ 
Restoration of Laws and ancient Constitu- 
tions will be sure to follow; our public debt 
will be repudiated or the rebel National 
debt will be added to ours, and the people be 
crushed beneath heavy burdens.
